THE INLAND WATERWAYS AUTHORITY OF INDIA 

ACT , 1985 
No. 82 OF 1985 

[ 30th December, 1985. ] 
An Act to provide for the constitution of an Authority for the 

regulation and development of inland waterways for purposes 
of shipping and navigation and for matters connected therewith 
or incidental thereto . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:- -- 

CHAPTER I 

PRELIMINARY 
1. (1 ) This Act may be called the Inland Waterways Authority of Short

(g ) "member ” means a member of the Authority appointed 
under sub -section ( 3) of section 3 ; 

(n ) “ national waterway ” means the inland waterway declared 
by section 2 of the National Waterway (Allahabad -Haldia Stretch of 
the Ganga - Bhagirathi-Hooghly River ) Act, 1982 , to be a national 49 of 1982 .

3. (1) With effect from such date as the Central Government may , 
by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint in this behalf , there shall 
be constituted for the purposes of this Act an Authority , to be called the 
Inland Waterways Authority of India . 

(2 The Authority shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid , 
having perpetual succession and a common seal with power , subject to 
the provisions of this Act, to acquire , hold and dispose of property, both 
moyable and immovable, and to contract and shall by the said name sue 
and be sued .

( e ) remove or alter any obstruction or impediment in the na 
tional waterways and the appurtenant land which may impede the 
safe navigation or endanger safety of infrastructural facilities or 
conservancy measures where such obstruction or impediment has 
been lawfully made or has become lawful hy reason of long con 
tinuance of such obstruction or impediment or otherwise , after 
making compensation to person suffering damage by such removal 
or alteration ; 

(f) provide for the regulation of navigation and traffic (includ 
ing the rule of the road ) on national waterways ; 

( 9) regulate the construction or alteration of structures on 
across or under the national waterways; 
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(h ) disseminate navigational meteorological inforination about 
national waterways ; 

(1) ensure co -ordination of inland water transport on national 
waterways with other modes of transport ; and 

(j) establish and maintain pilotage on national waterways , 
(2 ) The Authority may also — 

(a ) advise the Central Government on matters relating to in 
land water transport; 

(b ) study the transport requirement with a view to co - ordinating 
inland water transport with other modes of transport; 

( c) carry out hydrographic surveys and publish river charts ; 

( d ) assist, on such terms and conditions as may be mutually 
agreed upon , any State Government in formulation and implemen 
tation of scheme for inland water transport development; 

(e ) develop consultancy services and provide such services, on 
such terms and conditions as may be mutually agreed upon , in India 
and abroad in relation to planning and development of waterways 
for shipping and navigation or any facility thereat; 

(F ) conduct research in matters relating to inland water trans 
port including development of craft design mechanisation of country 
crafts, technique of towage, landing and terminal facilities , port 
installations and survey techniques ; 

(9 ) lay down standards for classification of inland waterways ; 

(h ) arrange programme of technical training for inland water 
transport personnel within and outside the country ; and 

( 1) perform such other functions as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this Act. 

( 3 ) Any dispute arising out of or concerning the compensation re 
ferred to in clausę (e ) of sub -section ( 1) shall be determined according 
to the law relating to like disputes in the case of land required for public 
purposes .
